Forestry Better Management Practic- 
es (BMP) Demonstration Tour. 

The Flack-Haney (Flack-Haney 
Timber Company provided the land) 
forestry demonstration area was sc- 
lected to show as many BMPs as 
possible on a single site. 

Best Management Practices 
(BMPs) are non-regulatory guide- 
lines suggested to help Alabama’s 
forestry community comply with 
state and federal water quality laws 
and regulations. 

The BMP demonstration featured 
proper ways to prepare stream cross- 
ings using steel and wooden bridges 
and also nature’s materials. Also, 
how to properly remove and stabi- 
lize the crossing sites was demon- 
Strated, 

All along the tour, the relocation 
and reconstruction of access roads, 
and how to prevent soil erosion, was 
demonstrated, 

The theme and demonstrations, 
throughout the tour, were on how to 
conduct forestry activities and pro- 
tect water quality at the same time, 

The main objective of this first- 
ever event in the state was to encour- 
age participants to consistently im- 
plement effective BMPs during their 
own forest management operations. 

C, W. “Bill” Moody, Chief Fo- 
rester with the Alabama Forestry 
Commission, said, “If landowners 
follow these BMPs, then they have 
satisfied the need to protect water 
from their forest practices.” 

“Landowners do not have to ap- 
ply these (BMPs), but if they pollute 
the waters and ADEM (Alabama De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment) comes out and measures it, 
they are subject to penalties,” contin- 
ved Moody 

Moody stated that it is the goal of 
the Forestry Commission to imple- 
ment these practices without having 
to make them into regulations. 

“Regulations, most times, inhibit 
productivity; therefore, inhibit the 
income landowners can derive, thus 
affecting the economic well-being of 
the state,” said Moody, 

If Alabama's forestry conimunity 
is successful in achieving consistent 
BMP implementation throughout the 
State, then it will be, first of all, mak- 
ing a considerable contribution to 
the good stewardship of soil, water, 
and forest resources. 

Secondly, the community will 
have credibility in assuring the gen- 
eral public and legislators that fur- 
ther regulation is not needed. 


If the group is unsuccessful, fur- 
ther regulation by federal, state and 
local authorities is a very real possi- 
bility in the future. 

Joining the Forestry Commission 
and Flack-Haney in sponsoring the 
tour were: Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management, Ala- 


bama Farmer’s Federation, Alabama 
Forestry Association, Alabama Log- 


ger’s Association, Choctawhatchee/ 
Pea Rivers Watershed Authority, 
Coffee County Forestry Planning 
Committee, and Container Corpora- 
tion.

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House Says No To Federal Abortion Funding 


Chalk up a major victory for the 
American taxpayer. A hard fought 
and bitter House floor battle ended 
last week in a triumph for working 
Americans as a 16-year-old ban on 
federal funding of abortions was 
upheld. The Clinton administration 
has long made the overturning of 
the funding ban a high priority. 

Last Wednesday the U.S. 
House of Representatives voted 
255 to 178 to approve the Hyde 
Amendment, which blocks use of 
federal funds for the abortions ex- 
cept in extreme cases where the 
mother is the victim of rape or in- 
cest, or if her life is in danger due 
to the pregnancy. The House's ap- 
proval of the Hyde Amendment 
was not a debate over the legality 
or morality of abortion, but wheth- 
er the federal government should 
be using your tax dollars to subsi- 
dize them, 

Many House liberals and the 
Clinton White House think you 
should help foot the bill for these 
abortions. And they made very 
strong altempts to block the Hyde 
amendment trom being considered 
by the House last week. In fact, the 
floor debate was some of the bit- 
terest I have witnessed since I was 
sworm-in to Congress on January 


House liberals, despite their ef- 
forts to end the federal abortion 
funding ban, are swimming against 
the tide of public opinion, An 
April New York Times/CBS News 
poll revealed that 72 percent of 
Americans believe the costs of 
elective abortions should be paid 
for directly by the women who 
have them and not by the taxpay- 
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ers. And with good reason, the is- 
sue of abortion funding is not just 
controversial but costly as well. 

Before the Hyde Amendment 
was first passed in 1978, federal 
funding of abortions was law. At 
that time, the Federal Medicaid 
Program was paying for 300,000 
abortions in 44 states. The joint 
state/federal cost for these abor- 
tions was $86.8 million, Analysts 
say if the program were continued 
today it could cost the federal gov- 
ernment alone as much as $75 mil- 
lion a year. Under present law, 
federal Medicaid funds paid for 
only 89 “extreme case” abortions 
in all of 1991, ; 

Winning the Hyde amendment 
vole was positive news, but the 
rancorous debate over the matter 
also illustrated just how far some 
in Washington would like to go to 
promote abortion, Many House 
liberals would obviously be satis- 
fied with nothing less than fully 
funded, unrestricted free access to 
abortion al any cost. 

Ironically, these same House 
liberals who talk of the highest 
ideals of democracy often employ 
tacuics on the House floor to pre- 
vent free and open debate. As I see 
il, any issue thal cannot stand on 
its Own merit without the help of 
strong-arm, anu-democratic tactics 
does not deserve public attention, 
However, the liberals’ efforts last 
week backfired as a majority of 
the Congress demanded an open 
and clear vote on the Hyde amend- 
ment, It was a great moment for 
democracy and for the American 
taxpayer.

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Remembering 


With Jake 


We have discussed the early years 
of Alabama and Coffee County. We 
now will tell something of the early 
years of Elba. 

A Mr. McLane established a ferry 
across Pea River at the end of what 
now is Claxton Avenue, past G. A. 
Lindsey’s office. This was about 
1830. Ephriam King settled here in 
February 1836. John B. Simmons 
and Gappa T. Yelverton bought his 
holdings and started the first store 
here. At first, this community was 
called Bentonville. In December of 
1842 an election took place to decide 
where to place the first courthouse. 
The state legislature had enacted a 
law to make this pcssible. The spot 
chosen was a place about a mile 
from Damascus. They erected a log 
house for the courthouse and another 
for a jail. They named this place 
Wellbourne. A fire destroyed the 
courthouse along with its records in 
March 1851. Many people did not 
like that location, so an election was 
held on October 5, 1852 and Elba 
was sclected for the new courthouse. 
F. M. Garrows, Nicajah Harper and 
James M. Cauthen were to serve on 
the building committee. A two story 
courthouse was built on land donat- 
ed by B. B. Simmons. That is now 
the Courthouse Square. Saw dust 
was kept on the floor because most 
men chewed tobacco and spit on the 
floor. The saw dust could be swept 
up and changed for another clean lot 
Of it. 

In 1846, many people wanted to 
change the town’s name. It was de- 
cided for people to place the names 
they wanted into a hat and the name 
picked out would be the name of the 
town. John B. Simmons had been 
reading about Napolean Bonaparte, 
and him being exiled to the Isle of 
Elba, so he placed that name in the 
hat. It was drawn out by John Foun- 
lain. That is how Elba got its name. 
Both of these gentlemen are buried 
in Elba Evergreen Cemetery. Neither 
of them had children. Elba became 
an incorporated town in 1853. 

The idea for a public library start- 
ed with the Elba Study Club in 1936. 
The club had a book shower in the 
home of Mrs. Lamar Rainer, Sr. 
Each guest contributed one book and 
a library was set up in the home of 
Mrs. John F. Brunson. In September 
of 1936, they were moved to City 
Hall. Members of the Study Club 
and Three-In-One served as librari- 
ans. The Works Progress Adminis- 
tration helped finance it from De- 
cember 1939 until April 1943. The 
Elba Public Library is to be congrat- 
ulated for all of the trials and tribula- 
tions it has gone through. They es- 
tablished a very good and effective 
library in the former Dr. J. M. Kim- 
mey building. This was destroyed in 
the March 1990 flood. With the 
work and money of dedicated and 
caring Elba citizens, the Elba Li- 
brary is now the most beautiful 
building in town. Thank God it was 
placed on the corner, of an otherwise 
deserted, empty lot, of an eyesore. | 
am sure that Charlotte Clark, having 
been very active on the Elba Library 
Board, had something to do with it, 
but all of Elba can be thankful that 
her husband, Fred Clark, Sr, and she 
gave the property for the new build- 
ing. It is now one of the city’s great 
Strengths. It has tape services never 
before available and will one day 
have all the information, and more, 
than could be expected of a city this 
size. Of course, we are also proud of 
our Senior Citizens Center and the 
SouthTrust Bank, They also are gor- 
geous buildings. 

Elba, at one time, had at least two 
hotels that I knew about. Blue Hotel 
was a two story wooden building on 
the southwest comer of Claxton and 
Simmons. The Garrett Hotel was a 
two story brick structure on the cor- 
ner of Davis and Factory, where the 
present Big Little Store is located. It 
was a wooden building until 1906 
and that was torn down and the 
Brick Hotel was built. Mr, John M. 
Garrett was major owner and he and 
his family lived there, John Jr., in his 
young days, was bell boy. In that 
day and age many of the salesmen 
were known as “drummers”, that de- 
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noted a traveling salesman. Lots of 
them came into town by train. When 
the 1929 flood came, the upper floor 
was full of people escaping the wa- 
ter. A couple from Montgomery was 
there and her baby was born during 
that raging water period. I have for- 
gotten their names, but I do recall 
the baby was appropriately called 
“Noah”, 

Another, rather amusing, thing 
occurred. | remember the name of 
this gentleman, but out of respect for 
his family, some of whom still live 
here, I won't call it. Anyhow, he was 
a well known “gambling man”. As 
the brick wall was crumbling down, 
he reached into his pocket, pulled 
out a pair of dice, and threw them 
into the raging water and shouted, 
“Forgive me, Lord.” 

I'll tell this on Mr. John M. Gar- 
rett, Sr. He was, from all I have 
heard about him, a well educated 
man, rather aloof. Most people in 
that day and time only drove their 
cars when they were going out of 
town. The Garrett home was on Bu- 
ford Street, where Haywood Drug 
Co., now stands. The car garage was 
around the corner on Factory Street. 
It had a raised wooden floor so the 
tires would not be in contact with the 
damp ground. Mr. Garrett was going 
on a trip, so he went to C. O. Miller 
Filling Station on the corner of Sim- 
mons and Claxton. He told them to 
fill the car with gasoline, check the 
oil, and check the tires, because he 
was going to Montgomery. Standing 
nearby was a young “hot shot drum- 
mer” with his new two door coupe. 
He looked at Mr. Garrett and said, 
“Are you going to Montgomery on 
that car?” Mr. Garrett replied, “I 
would much prefer to go to Mont- 
gomery on my automobile and my 
pocket book, than your automobile 
and your pocket book.” 

John Jr. had the Garrett house 
moved back to Collier Street after 
WWII, when he built the Ford Motor 
Company agency building for his 
own company. It has now become 
Haywood Drug Co. The old Garrett 
home is now Bradley’s Florist. 

The event at C. O. Miller Filling 
Station occurred in the 1930s. By the 
way, I did not say “service station” 
on purpose. All they did in those 
days was sell gasoline and oil. They 
did grease jobs, but did not repair 
cars. 

There was, at one time, a hotel 
called The Elba Hotel. I do not recall 
anything about it, nor can I find out 
about it. It did exist. co

Animals don’t stay where the water 
is bad and those who do will be the 
sick and dying. And lets don’t forget 
the farmers who depend on the river 
to water their livestock, how do you 
plan to do that once the river is no 
longer usable? 


What is going to happen when the 
river floods again, because it will 
eventually. By that time the landfill 
will not only have the legally 
dumped garbage, but it will also con- 
tain the illegally dumped garbage; 
medical waste (hypodermic needles, 
blood matter, etc.) and chemicals 
(lead and nuclear), When all that 
washes into Elba the clean up will be 
next to impossible. Also, don’t for- 
get the Commission would now like 
to raise your taxes tO support this 
venture. You foot the bill while oth- 
er counties, and possibly other 
Slates, reap the benefits. 

If you are concerned about your 
community, I urge you to get in- 
volved with this fight before it is to 
late.

Does God's Word Have A Place For You? 


Jesus offers a rather amazing and 
Stunning assessment of the Spiritual 
condition of a group of “religious 
leaders” in John 8:37 when He says,

“Blind Tom” as he was known on 
the concert circuit, has earned a last- 
ing place in history for his musical 
genius. As a musical wonder, he 
astonished the international world 
with his compositions, memory, and 
keyboard tricks, 

Thomas was born a slave on May 
25, 1849, near Columbus, Georgia, 
the twentieth child of Charity Wig- 
gins. Blind from birth, he was pur- 
chased by Colonel James Bethune in 
a deal that included both his parents, 
Dubbed as a ‘Musical Marvel” on 
the Bethune plantation, even as carly 
as age five, Tom could fluidly play 
Bach, Beethoven, Chopin, Liszt and 
Thalberg, He eventually has 5,000 
songs in his repertoire, 

One of the tricks that left audienc- 
es spellbound was Bethune’s ability 
to play compositions with his back 
to the piano. He also played the cor- 
onet and wrote poetry. Blind Tom 
earned over $100,000 for his master 
on the concert and Vaudeville cir- 
cuits, 

Blind Tom died penniless on June 
13, 1908. He is remembered, howev- 
er, not for his destitute ending, but 
for his bountiful talent which has 
served as an inspiration for other en- 
tertainers who did not allow a handi- 
cap to stifle the development of their 
God-given talent.

“Tough” A New Herbicide For 
Peanuts Now Available 


One of the new herbicides that 
our Peanut Growers have this year is 
Tough. Well how tough is Tough? 
And where does Tough fit in peanut 
weed control? 

Tough (pyridate) is a postemer- 
gence herbicide which was approved 
for use in peanuts last October, It has 
been evaluated in peanuts for several 
years by itself, in tank mixtures, and 
in total weed control programs. The 
product is available as a 3.75 pound/ 
gallon emulsifiable concentrate at a 
cost of about $80/gallon. The stan- 
dard broadcast rate of 1 quart/acre 
$20/acre. No adjuvant (surfactant or 
crop oil concentrate) is needed. It 
can be used anytime from cracking 
up to 70 days after cracking. 

In the Southeast, because tank 
mixtures with 2, 4-DB provide su- 
perior weed control than either 2, 4- 
DB or Tough alone. Tough will al- 
most always be used in combination 
with 2, 4-DB. Tough 2, 4-DB combi- 
nations have postemergence activity 
on Florida beggarweed, sicklepod. 
moming glory, bristly starbur, lamb- 
squarters, and several other broad- 
leaf weeds. It provides no residual 
control, 

Florida beggarweed is a primary 
target for Tough. Tough is effective 
on small Florida beggarweed, on 
seedling beggarweed up to about 2 
to 2 1/2 inches in height. For most 
other weeds, applications of Tough/ 
2, 4-DB should be made before 
weeds reach 3 inches tall. Tough has 
shown to provide occasional limited 
Suppression of purple and yellow 
nutsedge, The compound kills weeds 
by inhabiting photosynthesis and 
treated weeds typically require up to 
a week to die. 

The good thing about Tough is 
that it causes no injury to peanuts. 
Applications do no result in any visi- 
ble damage--no leaf burn, leaf crink- 
ling, or stunting. Tough is essentially 
a “no burn” alternative because pea- 
nuts have remarkable tolerance to 
the compound. 

The size of weeds susceptible to 
the product confines the use of 
Tough to early in the seasons, prob- 
ably within the first 5 weeks after 
cracking. Possible roles for Tough/2, 
4-DB include: (1) as a replacement 
for an early Starfire treatment, (2) as 
a replacement for a follow-up appli- 
cation of Starfire around 28 days af- 
ler crop emergence, or (3) as a fol- 
low-up beyond the 28-day window 
for Starfire. 

If you are concerned about leaf 
burn caused by Starfire treatment 


you may consider Tough, However, 
weed control and economics strong- 
ly favor Starfire early in the season. 
Starfire/Basagran tank mixtures 
eliminate larger beggarweed and 
also provide very effective control of 
Texas panicum at a cost of less than 
$10 per acre. Foliar injury with Star- 
fire quickly passes. — Starfire/ 
Basagran combinations so have a de- 
cided advantage. 

As peanuts approach 28 days af- 
ter cracking, temperatures are warm- 
er, peanuts are larger, and the poten- 
lial for injury from Starfire is 
greater. Sull, follow-up applications 
in the latter part of the 28-day win- 
dow should be used with Basagran, 
and effect on thrips control. If you 
have already used Starfire and have 
another flush of beggarweed that 
may be the time to use Tough. 

As peanuts move beyond the 28- 
day window, Tough/2, 4-DB_ be- 
comes the best alternative for con- 
trolling small beggarweed. Treat- 
ments at the 35-day-after-cracking 
mark could provide needed control 
in between the use-periods for Star- 
fire and Classic, as long as beggar- 
weed are not too large. As beggar- 
weed exceeds 3 inches, Tough be- 
comes ineffective. Tough will not 
eliminate large beggarweed. 

An obvious means of reducing 
the cost of a Tough treatment is 
banded rather than broadcast appli- 
cations. Used in conjunction with 
“running the middle” at about 35 
days after emergence, banded treat- 
ments of Tough/2, 4-DB may pro- 
vide an added boost to some beggar- 
weed control programs.

Elba City Council discusses curfew ordinance

Curfew for teenagers was again 
discussed by the Elba City Council 
Monday evening. 

Council members were presented 
with a revision of the ordinance they 
reviewed and rejected — several 
months ago. 

The new revision changes the 
proposed ordinance to make al- 
lowances for children who have 
jobs. It also extends the legal hours 
minors can be on the streets to mid- 
night on Friday and Saturday nights. 
The new wording appears to cut the 
age from “18 and under” to “under 
18”. 

The curfew still clamps down on 


movement of “school age minors 
and children” all week long until 6 
a.m, the next morning. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton asked about a situation of a mi- 
nor coming into Elba, having been 
out of town. “Would the child be 
stopped and ticketed?” was her 
question, Police Chief Jack Parker 
assured her the proposed law would 
not be enforced that strongly. 


Council member Bill Brunson 
noted that as the ordinance is writ- 
ten, such a youth would be in viola- 
tion of the law. He further noted 
there are serious problems and the 
curfew would help. However that is 
only one side, and upon passing this

Jeff Puckett, an Opelika native, 
was named to direct the activities of 
the electric department. He has 13 
years experience in electrical line 
work, and had worked his way up to 
line foreman, before accepting the 
Elba position. 

Three new employees were hired 
in the water department. Hayes Am- 
mons, Lee (Leo) Johnson and Jeff 
Driggers have each begun work with 
the department. 

Monthly bills totaling $22,864 
were approved for payment. Chair- 
man Mickey Murdock explained the 
bills included $4170 for repairs on a 
bucket truck, $3625 water system in- 
ventory, $2021 electric inventory, 
$1750 for an annual trustee fee on a 
bond issue and $4874 to purchase 
new light poles. 

The financial report indicated ac- 
counts receivables totaled $2,320.

The city council again discussed 
the appointment of an advisory rec- 


reation board, No action was taken 
but the council members indicated 
they would act on the committee at 
the next council meeting. 

Chief of Police Jack Parker re- 
ported the department answered 25 
complaints during the past two 
weeks. Included were one robbery, 
six burgularies, 12 traffic citations 
and six criminal arrest. 

During this same time period the 
animal control officer picked up 17 
dogs. Four were retumed to their 
owner and one was sold. 

The chief also reported the re- 
newal of the federal grant for the 
Drug Task Force for another year. 
He did say funding for an additional 
drug enforcement officer from Elba 
was not funded. 

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $11,825.44. 

Council members were informed 
the Alabama Highway Department 
would hold a public hearing in Elba 
on Tuesday, August 3, at the Elba 
High School. The meeting will be 
from 6:30 to 8:30. Highway 84 will 
be the subject of the meeting.

Mrs. Donna Clark was hired to 
teach home economics in the Elba 
High School, She comes to Elba 
from Montgomery County. She and 
her husband Joe have purchased a 
home in Elba following his re- 
tirement from the State of Alabama. 

Several positions remain to be 
filled in the Elba school system, 
They include an assistant principal 
for the high school; a band director

When asked by Commissioner 
Brooks about the possibility of a 
six-month extension by the EPA 
(Environmental Protection Agency) 
on the deadline for mandatory dispo- 
sal of solid waste in a Subtitle D 
landfill, Pugh’s response was “there 
is nO way this commission can sit 
and wait on the EPA to decide if 
there is going to be a six-month ex- 
tension.” 

Pugh noted that the commission 
has already signed a contract with 
the Southeast Alabama Solid Waste 
Disposal Authority to provide them 
a service. 

Turning to other matters of gar- 
bage - county-wide garbage pickup - 
the commission voted to renegotiate 
the contract signed with Waste 
Away Inc. on June 10, 

Their bid was to provide county- 
wide garbage pickup to county resi- 
dents at a cost of $8.98 per house- 
hold. This does not include cities 
and towns within the county which 
already have a garbage pickup ser- 
vice, 

Presently, the county-wide gar- 
bage pickup service by Waste Away 
is scheduled to start October 4, 

Under the terms of the contract 
Waste Away would dispose of the 
solid waste picked up in Coffee 
County at their Brundidge facility. 
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Marijuana and property seized in raid

Late Wednesday evening, July 7, 
1993, a resident of the Jack Commu- 
nity, located just north of Elba, was 
arrested on the charge of unlawful 
possession of marijuana in the first 
degree. 

The arrest of Charles Ray Jack- 
son, age 50, was made during the ex- 
ecution of a search warrant at his 
residence on Coffee County High- 
way 215, 

Executing the search was the Elba 
Police Department/Narcotics Unit 
and deputies with the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department, 

According to Ronnie Davis, an 
investigator with the Elba Police De- 
partment several items of evidence 
and property were recovered from 
the Jackson residence. 

Several plastic sandwich baggies 
filled with marijuana, packaged tor 
sale, were taken as well as, ten (10) 
marijuana plants found near the resi- 
dence, 

The street value of the drugs con- 
fiscated was estimated, by police of- 
ficers, t© be approximately 
$25,000.00. 

The officers also seized two load- 
ed shot guns, an automatic 22 caliber 
rifle, and a hand gun, 


A 1978 Ford pickup truck and a 
small amount of currency was also 
seized during the search. 

Davis stated that it is possible that 
the residence and the land could be 
seized depending on the outcome of 
further investigation, 
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The investigation is continuing 
and other charges against Jackson 
are possible, 

The search warrant was a result 
ol a lwo-week investigation by nar- 
coucs officers of the Elba Police De- 
parunent.
